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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Williams (U.S. Patent #: 6,570,394) teaches a test system comprising a source 

for providing adjustable signal to a receiver via a signal path, which introduces 
distortion; a signal acquisition unit including a computer for analyzing the signal 
provided to the receiver. 

Williams (U.S. Patent #: 6,344,749) teaches a test system for measuring 
frequency response of the signal path. The system includes a transmitter for 
transmitting test signal along a signal path, a receiver for receiving the transmitted test 
signal and a data acquisition system for analyzing the test signal including measuring 
frequency response of the signal path. 

Jin et al. (U.S. Patent #: 6,751,447) teach a signal path having an input coupled 
to the source, introducing a distortion. 

Dalebroux et al. (U.S. Patent #: 6,636,722) teach a test system including a signal 
generator with adjustable signal for providing a calibration test signal for calibrating the 
receiver. 

However, the prior art made of records fails to teach or suggest, in combination, 
extracting a first combined frequency response of the receiver and the signal path at at 
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least three predesignated frequencies within the bandwidth of the stimulus signal, 
extracting a second combined frequency response of the receiver and the signal path at 
the at least three predesignated frequencies within the bandwidth of the stimulus signal, 
and determining a response of the receiver from the first combined frequency response 
and the second combined frequency response, in combination with other limitations, as 
specified in the independent claims 1 and 1 1 , and further limitations of their respective 
dependent claims 2-1 0 and 1 2-20.
